SAVANNAH. Ga., March 12.—The re 


port of the landing of the British 
liluefields in the Mosquito reservation 
was confirmed yesterday by the arriva' 
of the steamer Elliot, Capt. A. Hrown, 
at this port. The Elliot,, which is a 
British steamer, left Minefields Sunday 
morning March 4. She arrived there 
February 27, just one day too late to 
witness the arrival of the Niparaguans 
at Minefields 


Capt. ilrown siys the Nicaraguan 


entered Minefields February 25 or 26. 
He did not know their exact numerical 
strength, but says there was an armec 
force of 400 or 500 of them at Mine- 
fields when he arrived 
They brought 


no cannon with them 
They simply 


entered under arms and \vithout any 
resistance on the part of the natives, 
and hoisted the Nicaraguan flag- over 
the customhouse and over the other 
public buildings 
T!ic flags remained 


up during the time the Klliot was in 
port. There was no fighting. 


The Mosquitoes were considerably 


terrified by the presence of so large an 
armed force, as they v.ere practically 
without protection in the city. Capt. 
Hrown says the reports that reach this 
country with regard to the mime of 
tlu Uritish war ship there are in error. 
It is not tlif Cleopatra, he says, but 
the Tamar. The Mosquitoes, he says, 
fearing they might be attacked by 
the Xicaraguans 
appealed

authority

government, as they had not had time 
to get any such authority, sent three 
boatloads of armed men ashore. He 
did not know the exact number of men, 
but between eighty and one hundred 
were landed.

ashore in the steam launch of the man- 
of-war and carried with them two gat- 
ling guns and three field pieces. 


The British forces did not land at 


Bluefields, but at 
Minefields Bluff, 


about four or five miles northwest of 
the city. There was some understand- 
ing between the Mosquito chief and 
the officer in charge of the Tomar, the 
chief asking that the men be landed 
for the safety and protection of his 
people. The British soldiers went in to 
Bluefields 
from 
the 
bluff 
several 


times while Capt. Brown was there. 
They could not go by land, but had to 
use the steam launch on which they 
carried one of the galling- guns 
There 


-was no fight of any kind between 
March 1, the day the men landed, and 
March 4, the day the Elliot sailed. 


The Nicaraguans, of course, objected 


to the landing of the British troops, 
and charged the officers in charge of 
the British troops with an open viola- 
tion of the Clayton-Bulwer tre*aty. 
Little attention was paid to this by 
the British. The Nicaraguans wanted 
them to stick to the terms of the 
treaty. 


The Tamar sailes from Bluefields 


Thursday night for Colon for the pur- 
pose of cabling to England for advice. 
In the meantime the troops were left 
in camp at Bluefields Bluff. 
The 


Tamar returned to Bluefields late Sat- 
urday night. 
Capt. Brown did not 


learn the result of the correspondence 
with English department of foreign af- 
fairs, as he was five or six miles away 
from Mluefilds, and did not land there 
again before leaving Sunday morning.

Minefields to land troops for the pro- 
tection of Uritish interests in case of 
trouble.

There 
was no intention, he said, of seizing 
any tU'rntory or extending 
British 


rule. The troops would simply main- 
tain peace and prevent robbery and 
bloodshed. The expected trouble was 
from the landing of the 170 Niear- 
aguan soldiers at Bluefields early in 
February. 


The Nicaraguan soldiers, according- 


to the story brought by the Premier, 
were very anxious to capture Chief 
Magistrate Hudson, who had ruled 
Bluefields and adjoining territory. 
When the Nicaraguan soldiers came 
from Greytown last month the chief 
magistrate exhorted the natives to 
take up arms and repel the invaders. 
The natives, however, had no arms, 
and so offered no resistance. Hudson 
escaped to St. Andrews.

by the Ilaytians and taken to a Hay- 
tian port. Her oarg-o was taken and 
her entire crew were shot by order of 
President Hippolyte. 


When the Natalie left Savannah it 


was understood that her destination 
was Morant Kayes, Jamica. From the 
time of her departure until her arrival 
at Nassau, N. P., on February 4, noth- 
ing was heard of her and it was sup- 
posed she bad been lost or captured, 
and it was even alleged that she had 
been secretly sold with her cargo to 
Hippolyte. 


Her captain reported that he had 


put into Nassau under stress of weath- 
er, but (Ji'ti. Maninyut had conceived 
the idea tlKit he h;i.d been betrayed, 
and refused to go on board tho vaclit, 
fearing that the captain of the Natalie 
was playinjv a n'iiiiit! to sell him into 
the hands of the- llayt.ian govorninerit. 


Tho NaV't.Mo \vas sus]M'cted of being 


en gaffed in violation of Kritish neu- 
trality laws and was searched, but 
nothing was discovered t.o justify seiz- 
ure, 
and she vt-jis not, lield. 
She sailed 


on February 9. and the same nifht ran 
aground on Kyg Island reef, from 
which site was helped oiT by local 
wreckers.
